Can you vive ony information about asts of violonce conmitted azainst 
yourself cr others which you have witnessed? 


I was employed as a wor'man by the State Railways in the villace of 
Potoegooran, Subdistrict Paxvoojanzen, District Boemiajoe, Brebes Regency, 
Pokalongan, ~hen tho dapancee arrived in Java. I worked another half 
year under them in the State Railweys, when the younz nen of ny villese wore 
summoned by the Assistant Wedono to work for the Jeprnuese outside Java, 
Whoevor did not turn up weuld bo punished, 

We wore telen to Batavin, and fron thors by a ship on which about 1520 
coolies were lorded to Sincapore, 

I was tokon to Kompo:w Beroc, a comp consistin: of about 2060 coolios, 

Wo had to wor’: nt the port, loaciny and unleadinz ships, I-was forenrn, 
The work vas very hoavy, by Gay from 7 A.M, to 5:30 P.M., end the nicht 
shift fron 7 P.M. to 6 A.M. 

We vorked under tho supervision of Hoiho (Tr. Note: Indoresien euslalozy 


tralicd by Japaneses ) soldiors and Jepnucso, During work there was a rent 


denl of beating with the fist, mn piece of wood, etc. for the slizhtust 
triviolity. Conditions in Xempon Baroe were very bad, Yeo recoived far ton 
little food: throe tines a dav a smell tencwoful of rice with yan 

(awect potate) ond sone vecotable soup, in tho evonin a snell olece of 
fish, Thero vero many Giscoses, urinly beribveri, dysentery and malaria, 

I mysolf hod beribori for 3 months ou dvseontery durin: 6 monthe. Wnhilet I 
lay in tho sick-shed, there wore rbout 500 sick, There were practically no 
mecicizoo, only some auinine for malnrir and black ‘icrit! pilie for 
Gysentery, Four to five people died every day in our comp; I even ro- 
menber twelve pesple dying on ene day, 

On on averaze thore were a littlo more than 1000 ennlice at wor'e out of 
the 2000 who wore in tho Comp. The rest wore eick, The Commandant of ths 
camp Wwne a Japnnese, naned Taitjos I thins Le was an officer, Furthermore 
thore was one Jmoancee, one Chinese nud one British Indian doctor, who wore

After I had been working thero for a month, the docks wore bombed by the 
auericnis, Tho Japanese cropt into n shelter trench; whon ve nlso wanted 

to cnter it, we were forbidde: to do so by a depanese, I no loncer recollect 
who, The result vas tant anonget the 100 conlies, who were present 

Ot that moment, there wore meny irilled and wounded, The woundec wero 

taken to the Tan Tole Sine Heepital, From amonvet my coolies three wore 
killed,
